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TIME  TO  MOVE  TOWARD  DRAFT  REPEAL

Growing  dissent  with  the  war  in  Viet¬ 
nam,  resistance  to  the  draft  and  ap¬ 
prehension  that  there  is  no  effective 
civilian  control  of  the  military  budget 
have  forced  the  Administration  to 
make  a  series  of  moves  which  have 
caused  considerable  confusion  as  to 
where  we  are  heading  on  the  draft. 

LONG  RANGE  GOAL 

On  October  17,  1968,  Presidential 
Candidate  Nixon  said,  "Just  as  soon 
as  our  reduced  manpower  require¬ 
ments  in  Vietnam  will  permit  us  to 
do  so,  we  should  stop  the  draft  and 
put  our  Selective  Service  structure  on 
standby." 

However  intent  the  President  may 
be  to  achieve  an  all-volunteer  army, 
his  timetable  for  doing  so  is  still  so 
obscure  that  he  has  had  to  give  im¬ 
mediate  attention  to  the  unrest  of 
students  and  the  dissent  within  the 
armed  forces. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-three 
student  leaders  from  38  states 
have  vowed  they  would  go  to 
jail  rather  than  serve  in  the  mili¬ 
tary  as  long  as  the  war  in  Viet¬ 
nam  continues.  There  were 
29,485  Selective  Service  delin¬ 
quents  in  fiscal  1968. 

The  Senate  Armed  Services  Sub- 
Committee  on  Treatment  of  Deserters 
concluded  that  "the  total  number  of 
deserters  (53,357  in  1968)  and  those 
who  are  unauthorized  absentees 
(155,536  in  1968)  is  of  such  magni¬ 
tude  as  to  provide  reason  for  serious 
and  special  concern  by  civilian  and 
military  officials  of  the  Department 
of  Defense." 


STOP-GAP  REFORMS 

Following  in  part  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Burke  Marshall  Commis¬ 
sion  of  1967  and  Congressional  re¬ 
form  proposals,  the  President  has 
asked  Congress  for  authority  to  limit 
the  period  in  which  a  young  man  is 
likely  to  be  inducted  to  one  year  be¬ 
tween  his  19th  and  20th  birthdays, 
and  to  select  inductees  on  a  random 
basis  determined  by  a  lottery. 

The  House  Armed  Services 
Sub-Committee  held  limited 
hearings  on  this  proposal  with 
no  public  witnesses. 

Two  days  after  the  hearings,  the 
full  Committee  reported  out  a  bill, 
H.R.  14001,  giving  the  President  the 
authority  he  requested  to  change  the 
induction  procedures.  Sen.  Stennis, 
chairman  of  the  Senate  Armed  Serv¬ 
ices  Committee,  and  Sen.  Margaret 
Chase  Smith  have  introduced  a  sim¬ 
ilar  bill,  S.  2843. 

In  other  moves  to  dampen  draft 
dissent,  the  President  ordered  all 
states  to  establish  Youth  Advisory 
Committees  on  Selective  Service  to 
consult  with  state  directors,  suspended 
inductions  for  November,  and  De¬ 
cember,  1969,  changed  procedures  to 
allow  graduate  students  to  complete  a 
full  year  and  announced  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  General  Hershey,  Selective 
Service  director. 

Members  of  the  Delaware 
Youth  Advisory  Council  were 
reported  to  have  advised  that 
the  Selective  Service  System  was 
"both  immoral  and  unconstitu¬ 
tional." 

Even  with  the  two-month  suspen¬ 
sion  of  inductions,  the  total  number 
of  inductees  for  1969  (290,400)  was 
within  2%  (5700)  of  the  total  drafted 
in  1968. 


Hershey's  departure  does  not 
change  the  fact  that  it  is  the  old  men 
on  draft  boards  who  are  coercing  the 
young  men  into  military  service. 

THE  PRESIDENT'S  PLAN 

Under  the  plan  the  prime  age  group 
each  year  would  include  men  age  19 
and  classified  lA  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  older  men  whose  draft 
deferments  expire  during  the  year. 
Prior  to  each  calendar  year,  all  dates 
of  that  year  would  be  randomly 
drawn. 

This  drawing  would  establish  for 
use  by  each  Draft  Board  the  sequence 
for  inducting  members  of  the  prime 
age  group.  Draft  Boards  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  responsible  for  authoriz¬ 
ing  deferments  on  the  basis  of  hard¬ 
ship,  jobs,  or  college  study. 

Testifying  in  support  of  the 
proposed  changes.  Rep.  William 
A.  Steiger,  Wis.,  acknowledged 
that  "there  is  perhaps  no  com¬ 
pletely  fair  way  to  choose  citi¬ 
zens  for  military  service,"  and 
Rep.  Edward  I.  Koch,  N.  Y., 
said,  "Conscription  is  involun¬ 
tary  servitude — it  is  a  system 
which  we  have  tolerated  too 
long  and  which  we  should  im¬ 
mediately  end." 

Other  Congressmen  testified  in 
support  of  the  bill  but  urged  wider 
consideration  of  other  legislative  pro¬ 
posals  pending  before  the  Armed 
Services  Committee. 

FCNL  STATEMENT 

Although  neither  FCNL  nor  any  other 
public  witness  was  allowed  to  testify, 
a  statement  was  submitted  for  the 
record  which  raised  several  objec¬ 
tions  to  the  proposed  changes,  ob¬ 
jections  not  considered  in  the  hear¬ 
ings: 
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Limiting  induction  vulnerability  to 
one  year  between  a  young  man's  19th 
and  20th  birthdays  still  leaves  him  in 
a  position  of  uncertainty  for  a  period 
of  one  to  two  years  following  his 
graduation  from  high  school. 

The  possibility  of  future  draft  vul¬ 
nerability  makes  it  difficult  for  the 
high  school  graduate  to  secure  growth 
potential  jobs  and  on-the-job  training 
positions  which  are  most  important 
to  him  at  that  time  of  life. 

For  those  young  men  who  re¬ 
ceive  deferments  for  college  or 
jobs,  vulnerability  to  the  draft 
and  interference  with  careers 
and  marriage  must  still  be  faced 
at  the  end  of  their  deferments. 

The  lottery  or  randomly  drawn 
birthdates  is  no  more  a  fair  means 
of  determining  the  order  of  induction 
than  any  other  impersonal  system 
that  might  be  devised.  It  is  still  a 
matter  of  selecting  one  out  of  every 
seven  draft-available  men. 

Any  way  it  is  done  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  unfair  by  the  one  man  se¬ 
lected  whose  service  is  coerced.  To 
adopt  a  procedure  based  on  a  game  of 
chance  only  further  exposes  an  im¬ 
moral  system. 

Conscripting  young  men  who 
are  politically  powerless  further 
undermines  and  increases  atti¬ 
tudes  of  cynicism  towards  the 
democratic  process. 

The  proposed  change  to  take 
younger  men  raises  other  serious 
questions  as  to  the  effect  of  such 
involuntary  service  on  the  less-mature. 

There  are  already  many  young 
men  in  military  prisons,  who  changed 
their  views  about  military  service 
after  being  drafted  or  volunteering. 

There  are  also  many  young  men 
in  military  prisons  because  military 
experience  has  stifled  their  moral 
judgment  and  led  them  to  cynical  acts 
of  destruction  against  people  and 
property. 

The  President's  proposals  would 
continue  the  undemocratic  control 

of  the  Selective  Service  System  over 
all  young  men  until  26  years  of  age 
and  could  lead  to  increased  mobiliza¬ 
tion  and  induction  without  prior  ac¬ 
tion  of  Congress. 

The  ideal  of  voluntary  service 
given  by  a  person  to  his  community, 
nation  or  world,  one  of  the  most  uni¬ 


versally  accepted  ideals,  will  continue 
to  be  poisoned  in  the  minds  of  young 
people  by  the  suggestion  of  an  obli¬ 
gation  to  military  service  as  embodied 
in  the  compulsory  registration  and 
classification  of  Selective  Service. 

FCNL  strongly  protested  the  lim¬ 
ited  hearings  on  legislation  which 
potentially  could  affect  the  future  of 
every  young  man  within  and  ap¬ 
proaching  the  ages  of  18  to  26. 

It  is  time  to  recognize  that  no 
magic  of  reform  can  eliminate 
the  onerous  compulsion  of  con¬ 
scription.  It  is  time  to  move  to¬ 
ward  repeal. 

It  now  appears  certain  that  early 
in  1970  the  lottery  and  one-year  ex¬ 
posure  procedures  will  be  established 
by  Selective  Service. 

CONGRESS  MUST  ACT 

There  is  also  speculation  that  the 
President  hopes  to  reduce  American 
military  manpower  from  3.5  million 
to  about  2.65  million  (the  level  in 
1965  just  prior  to  the  escalation  of 
the  Vietnam  War)  by  reducing  troop 
strength  in  Vietnam  to  about  200,000 
and  making  other  cuts  in  the  1.1 
million  now  serving  abroad. 

In  projecting  future  defense 
postures,  the  Administration  has 
shifted  from  plans  for  wars 
to  a  1V2-war  capability. 

This  action,  combined  with  a  mili¬ 
tary  pay  increase,  now  waiting  in  the 
Pentagon  wings  for  presentation  to 
Congress,  is  calculated  to  enable  in¬ 
duction  calls  to  be  reduced  to  zero 
with  the  draft  on  standby  in  case 
young  men  must  continue  to  be  co¬ 
erced  into  military  service. 

If  conscription  is  to  be  ended  in  the 
United  States,  Congress  will  have  to 
act. 

ONE  BIG  ROADBLOCK 

With  the  growing  anxiety  within 
Congress  that  civilian  control  of  the 
military  is  a  very  weak  reed,  if  it 
exists  at  all,  many  Congressmen  have 
somehow  come  to  believe  that  the 
draft' provides  an  important  civilian 
influence  within  the  military. 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  takes 
place,  particularly  when  the  rights 
of  dissent  under  military  justice  are 
so  much  more  limited  than  civilian 
rights. 

It  is  more  apparent  that  the 
draft  elevates  the  power  of  the

military  by  forcing  every  young 
man  at  the  age  of  18  to  consider 
military  service. 

It  is  often  argued  that  the  alterna¬ 
tive  to  the  draft  is  a  "professional" 
army,  an  undesirable  goal.  At  pres¬ 
ent,  90%  of  the  commissioned  offi¬ 
cers  and  all  of  the  high  ranking  non¬ 
commissioned  officers  are  volunteers 
and  usually  referred  to  as  "dedicated 
career  men." 

Sen.  George  McGovern,  S.  D.,  has 
suggested  "that  we  can  best  keep  our 
democracy  safe  from  militarism  not 
by  forcing  unwilling  young  men  into 
service,  but  by  impressing  upon  all 
our  men  in  uniform  that  they  are 
citizens  of  a  democratic  country  first 
and  servicemen  second." 

One  of  the  most  effective  ways 
for  Congress  to  regain  a  greater  meas¬ 
ure  of  civilian  control  would  be  to 
repeal  the  Selective  Service  System 
in  its  entirety  and  return  to  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  responsibility  of  biennial 
review  of  appropriations  for  man¬ 
power  and  enforcement  of  statutory 
ceilings  which  have  been  suspended 
since  1950.

"We'll  settle  for  kidneys,  guts  or 
what  have  you,  just  fresh  meat.  We 
can't  settle  on  Spam  three  times  a 
day." 

So  said  Mrs.  Catalina  Frazier  of 
Ventura  County,  Calif.,  in  testimony 
Oct.  21  before  the  House  Agriculture 
Committee,  considering  legislation 
that  would  amend  or  extend  the  Food 
Stamp  Act. 

"The  fact  is  we  are  poor,"  said 
Mrs.  Frazier,  a  Mexican-American. 
Lorene  Bennett,  a  Navajo  Indian  who 
worked  at  Crown  Point,  N.  M.,  said 
the  majority  in  her  tribe  is  not  work¬ 
ing  and  is  in  need  of  money  con¬ 
stantly. 

Maria  Pappalardo  of  the 
American  Friends  Service  Com¬ 
mittee  (AFSC)  urged  that  food 
stamp  and  commodity  programs 
should  "be  allowed  to  operate 
at  the  same  time  in  the  same 
community.  Neither  program 
alone  allows  for  an  adequate 
diet." 

The  three  spoke  for  the  AFSC 
CRASH  (Call  to  Research  and  Act 
to  Stop  Hunger)  Program,  in  which 
more  than  200  persons  surveyed  35 
counties  in  15  states. 

Said  Miss  Pappalardo:  "First, 
CRASH  found  that  all  those  in  need 
of  food  stamps  are  not  getting  them. 
All  food  programs  should  be  re¬ 
placed  by  a  guaranteed  adequate  in¬ 
come  for  all  Americans."

Consider  some  figures.  Greene 
County,  N.  C.,  has  12,000  below 
the  poverty  line  out  of  16,000 
population;  2,000  get  food 
stamps. 

Delaware  County,  Pa.,  12,000 
households  below  poverty  level,  1,900 
participate  in  the  food  stamp  program. 

Former  Rep.  Brooks  Hays,  Ark., 
told  the  Committee  that  "There  can 
be  no  glossing  over  of  the  urgency  of 
this  problem.  It's  the  plight  of  the 
children  which  should  be  very  much 
on  the  minds  of  this  committee." 

What  can  you  do  about  it?  Twelve 
bills  are  before  Congress  affecting 
stamps,  most  of  them  broadening  the 
amount  and  availability  of  the  stamps. 

The  House  Agriculture  Committee 
scheduled  further  hearings,  but  quick 
passage  in  the  House  of  a  food  stamp 
bill  seems  unlikely. 

Now  consider  these  facts.  CRASH 
found  the  people  did  not  know  food 
programs  existed;  that  local  officials 
had  no  outreach  programs  at  all;  that 
people  lacked  transportation;  that 
regulations  were  so  rigidly  enforced 
that  their  main  intent  seemed  to  be 
the  exclusion  of  people. 

The  House  Committee  is  consid¬ 
ering  substantive  changes,  including 
possibility  of  food  stamps  and  com¬ 
modity  programs  in  the  same  com¬ 
munity,  as  well  as  outlays  beyond 
fiscal  1970. 

The  Senate  Sept.  24  approved 
S.  2547  making  several  major  im¬ 
provements  in  the  food  stamp  pro¬ 
gram,  including  free  stamps  to  fam¬ 
ilies  with  under  $60  monthly  incomes. 

The  Senate  also  raised  the  fiscal 
1970  authorization  for  food  stamps 
from  the  present  $340  million  to  $1.25 
billion  and  sent  its  bill  to  the  House, 
where  it  is  now  in  the  Agriculture 
Committee. 

The  Senate  bill  was  improved  con¬ 
siderably  on  the  floor,  liberals  scor¬ 
ing  a  major  victory.  The  bill  as  passed 
was  a  substitute  sponsored  by  Sen. 
George  McGovern,  S.  D.,  overturn¬ 
ing  the  Senate  Agriculture  Committee. 
The  final  roll-call  vote  was  78-14. 

The  Senate  Committee  bill  had  not 
recommended  free  stamps  for  the 
poorest  people  and  had  authorized 
only  $750  million  for  fiscal  1970. 


THE  POOR  ? 

The  House  Agriculture  Committee 
Oct.  8  approved  HJ  Res.  934  to  boost 
the  fiscal  1970  food  stamp  authori¬ 
zation  from  $340  million  to  $610 
million. 

Some  saw  this  as  a  move  by  Com¬ 
mittee  Chairman  W.  R.  Poage,  Tex., 
to  defeat  the  Senate's  $1.25  billion 
bill. 

Poage  has  repeatedly  opposed  free 
food  stamps,  and  said  Agriculture 
Secy.  Clifford  Hardin  told  him  the 
Administration  could  effectively  use 
only  $610  million  in  the  rest  of  fiscal 
1970. 

Meanwhile  should  some  25-30  mil¬ 
lion  Americans  continue  to  go  hun¬ 
gry?  We  must  hear  their  pleas.  They 
surely  need  more  than  $610  million. 

Write  to  your  Congressman. 
Emphasize  you  want  free  food 
stamps  for  poor  families  with 
less  than  $60  monthly  income. 

Don't  be  put  off  by  Congres¬ 
sional  talk  of  cutting  spending 
and  fiscal  responsibility.  The  re¬ 
sponsibility  is  to  feed  the  needy 
poor — now.

Fresh  Breeze  of  Open 
Debate  on  Military  BUI 

Although  Chairman  Mendel  Rivers 
of  the  House  Armed  Services  Com¬ 
mittee  complained  that  anti-militarism 
in  the  United  States  had  "gone  com¬ 
pletely  berserk,"  and  the  House  had 
the  most  vigorous  debate  on  military 
spending  in  many  years  (three  days 
compared  with  a  half  day  last  year), 
the  $21.3  billion  authorization  passed 
unscathed  in  October. 

None  of  the  10  amendments 
to  cut  various  weapons  systems 
was  successful.  Seven  were  in¬ 
troduced  by  the  bi-partisan 
"fearless  five"  members  of  the 
Armed  Services  Committee: 
Reps.  Robert  L.  Leggett,  Calif.; 
Lucien  H.  Nedzi,  Mich.;  Otis  G. 
Pike,  N.  Y.;  Robert  T.  Stafford, 
Vt.,  and  Charles  W.  Whalen, 
Ohio. 

Two  amendments  that  came  close 
were  those  offered  by  Pike,  to  de¬ 
lete  the  $1  billion  for  shipbuilding 
(92-131),  and  by  Rep.  Henry  Reuss, 
Wis.,  to  reduce  funds  for  U.S.  air 
defense  systems  (41-42). 

The  one  successful  effort  to  restrict 
the  military  was  that  of  Nedzi  to  con¬ 
trol  chemical-biological  warfare  oper¬ 
ations. 

Ninety-three  Congressmen  voted 
to  recommit  the  bill  to  the  Committee 
with  instructions  to  cut  all  funds  for 
ABM.  Forty-four  voted  against  final 
passage  compared  to  only  15  votes 
last  year. 

Pike  called  this  first  effective 
challenge  a  "moral  victory." 

The  supportive  efforts  of  the  Dem-

The  dozen  Congressional  Vietnam 

resolutions  have  been  concisely  de¬ 
scribed  and  analyzed  in  an  FCNL 
memo  available  upon  request. 

Three  are  outstanding — the  Mc¬ 
Govern  Withdrawal  Now,  Goodell 
Dec.  1,  1970  Deadline,  and  Hughes 
2-Month  Time  Limit  Resolutions. 
They  were  introduced  by  Sens.  George 
McGovern,  S.  D.;  Charles  Goodell, 
N.  Y.,  and  Harold  Hughes,  Iowa. 

As  Government  economic  policies 
cool  inflation  by  raising  the  unem¬ 
ployment  level,  the  Senate  is  adding 
restrictions  before  extending  OEO 
while  the  House  is  delaying  action. 

The  Administration's  preventive 
detention  proposals  (S.  2600,  H.R. 
12806)  are  being  discussed  by  Judici¬ 
ary  subcommittees  in  both  House  and 
Senate.  George  Sawyer,  legal  serv¬ 
ices  lawyer  from  Indianapolis  and 
member  of  FCNL  Executive  Council 
testified  Oct.  30,  as  did  Bernice  Just, 
of  the  AFSC-sponsored  Washington 
Pre-trial  Justice  Program. 


ocratic  Study  Group,  Members  of 
Congress  for  World  Peace  through 
World  Law,  and  the  Coalition  on  Na¬ 
tional  Priorities  and  Military  Policy, 
combined  with  the  mood  of  the  coun¬ 
try  brought  a  fresh  breeze  of  open 
debate  onto  the  House  floor.  It  was 
highlighted  by  the  swearing-in  of 
newly  elected  Michael  J.  Harrington, 
Mass.,  at  the  end  of  the  debate  but 
in  time  to  cast  his  first  vote  in  the 
House  against  the  uncut  military 
spending  authorization. 


The  Pearson  Report  on  interna¬ 
tional  economic  development  com¬ 
missioned  by  World  Bank  President 
Robert  McNamara  has  stimulated 
much-needed  discussion  of  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  current  relationships  between 
the  rich  Western  nations  and  the  poor 
majority  of  mankind.  1970  is  expected 
to  be  the  showdown  year  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  U.S.  foreign  aid. 

FCNL  staffers  have  been  gaining 
in  expertise  and  speaking  to  local 
groups.  Frances  Neely,  Associate 
Secy.,  is  at  the  Quaker  U.N.  Pro¬ 
gram  until  December.  Ed  Anderson, 
Human  Rights  Secretary,  spent  Octo¬ 
ber  speaking  to  local  meetings,  col¬ 
leges  and  community  groups  in  the 
South.
